"We have been desirous to gWe erery 
iort of ,lair play to the opponents of 
Confederation, feeling «ure that tho 
more their arguments were aired, the 
less substance there weald bo left in 
them. It is Btrarjgo that the AntU 
Confederate party should ohoose two 
suoh writers for thoir champions, as 
those whoso letters we havo latoly 
publisbod, the one by "Self -Reliance," 
BO frothy that when tho bubbles and 
beads of the author's vanity are 
blown away, no substance whatever 
lomains, the other clever, both at 
figures and ropartoe, but most careful 
to avoid touching npon the true merits 
of the question. We havo suffered 
« Sirius" to inflict his prolix state- 
menta upon our readi ra, in tho hope 
that eomo of tbeni will take the troublo 
to compare his figures with our own, 
and to draw their own deduotions from 
the comparison. Turn and twist tho 
figures as he will, "Sirius" cannot 
show that financially spiaking, British 
Columbia would not gain by Confed- 
eration, although he has with con- 
siderable display of mathematical tal- 
ent, and with jast logio enough to 
wash down the figures, as a singlo 
glass of ohampagno washes down a 
dry crust, endeavored to pnzzlo one- 
half of h-.s reader?:- and wftwy...Ujq 
others, into tho belief that his state- 
ments are Arguments, and his views 
Bound. It is very evident from the 
style of his syllogisms, that "Sirius" 
would bo equally prepared to advocate 
the cause of Confederation, had he 
any particular object for so doing ; as 
it is, he is doing better service to the 
cause by showing the abjoct weakness 
of the position of the opponents of 
Confederation. We have always felt 
the necessity of some opposition to in« 
duco people to think deliberately upon 
the question, and after due delibera- 
tion to form a deoided opinion as to 
whether it is best for the Colony to 
remain an isolated atom in the groat 
family of British Dependencies,, or to 
become upon fair and equitable terms 
part and parcel of the Dominion, which is 
dest^ed eventually to be one of the 
great countries of the world. Cer- 
tainly "Sirius" has not thrown much 
light upon the subject; he has rather 
endeavored to smother it under a cloud 
of words, and has wound up an array 
ot figures and acsertions, which, ho 
-well known not more than two persons 
in the Coir ny will take tho trouble to 
verify, with what ho evidently be>> 
lieves to bo a spicy morsel of gossip. 
A star of his magnitude ought, to 
know better than to attempt such a 
worn-out Grub street dodge. - "Sirius" 
is too old a disciple of the pen to 
plead ignorance of the wll known 
rules, which the common courtesy of 
the profession lays down with respeci 
to editoiial individuality, ho is bound 
to respect those rule», wo have en 
deavored to extend to him as to all 
other correspondents, tbo full measure 
of courtesy, and in roturn wo expeci 
him to koop within bounds. Wo fear 
however, that experienoo will never 
teach our correspondent oither wisdom 
or consistency. We could almost 
BUppose that in his late loiters ho haB 
entered upon a task uuo ngonial to 
his feelings, he is too crcuraspeot, and 
much too far seeirg to pin bin faith 
entirely upon tho cause which he has 
undertaken to advocate, bis antici- 
pated rowurd ought 10 bo high to com- 
pensate bim for tho weary hours of 
laroi which his figtrea muse havo cost 
him, for we can hardly suppose that 
it is really pure vexation of spirit 
which bas caused him to take up tho 
pen against Confederation; that he 
was disappointed at not being anked 
to attend the Convention at Yale we 
can well understand, but although wo 
can readily believe that "Sirius" could 
with quite as much self gratification 
argue in favor of Confederation as 
against it, we are not disposed to give 
oredit to the idea that ho was do-irous 
of being appointed to the Convention 
as a delegate from any particular 
place. However, bo that as it may, 
there oust bo a limit to all enduranc-, 
and we will not weary the publio with 
more figures at presont. When 
"Sirius" takes up the pen to argae 
against retrenchment, against amalga. 
mation of offices, and against repre- 
sentative institutions, wo may hope 
fcr somo now rays of light from this 
bnghiost of fixed Btars, uotil then wo 
trnst he will keep his figures within 
bia own constel

Tbey wish not only 
to retain the power they bavs, but to acquire 
more, and to regulate the affairs of the Col- 
ony t" suit its wants and desires. 

With regard to the point that ' Canada 
alone would be liable for our Pabl o Dirbt 
after Confederation,' it is not so in the «nns 
yov wiih it to be taken. Canada it is trne 
would bo liable fur the dabt, bnt where 
does Caoada get tho money from to pay her 
debts excepting from tbe taxes upon tbe 
public? This Colony would be a part of 
Canada, aod as socb won'd be liable not only 
for ifs due ihare of its own debt, but aho for 
that of eighty millions, ihe debts of the other 
Province! included in tne Dominion, which 
Canada is also liable for. Tbe Public Debt 
is made Ihe second charge upon the reve- 
nues of Canada, but if the Dominion Gov- 
ernment bad not money enocgb to sneet htr 
liabilities, how would she make ap the de- 
ficiency excepting by general taxation 7 Aa 
we would give Cannda mora money than she 
i xpended for tbis Colony including the in 
terest and sinking fund npon Public Debt 
and Overland Road, what benefit would it 
be to ub that she should beoome liable for 
our debt? We have to pay it now and 
would have to pay it then with our own 
money. To be liable to our proportionate 
ehc.ro of eighty millions more, and as many 
additional debts oa the Dominion might 
choose to contract although io no way bene- 
ficial to ibis Colony, ia certainly oot a great 
advantage. A nice legacy to leave to oar 
deoendants I As I have abown that Canada 
wonld not lose anything by this Colony be- 
ing united to her, it follows that the little bit 
of poetry about this Colony making $722,215 
by Canada losing bo muob, is only an extra- 
vagant fancy. Let as look on tbe other side. 
Suppose our Customs revenue, &o, lo be 
only doubled in 15 years, say even $700 000, 
our pablio debt will be paid ofl. Suppose 
the head-money to be doubled. What will 
Canada then reoeive annually from tbis 
Colony? Answer, 8349,424 per annua, IS 
years benca.

Victoria, V. I., B, C, Sept 1868. 
To the Members of the Exploration Com- 
mittee : 

Gentlkmsn :— In accordance with instruc- 
tions dated 5ih Aug, I proceeded per schooner 
Surprise to the month of Muohalat river in 
Nootka Sound, accompanied by Mr Alston 
two miners named Charles Motley and- 
Dunoan Cameron,'- and four Indians as 
packers. 

We arrived at the mouth of Maohalat 
rivor at noon oo tho 12ih August. On tho 
13tb we started up the river accompanied by 
three Muohalat Indians, who brought two 
canoes along wilb them. By making port- 
ages we were enabled to use tbe canoes 
until the forenoon of tbe 15tb, when we were 
obliged to abandon Ihem. Reached the lako 
at tbe bead of Muchslat rivor on tho 17th at 
3:30 p. m. Left tbe lake on tbe 19th aod 
travelled up a stream which entered it on 
the north side about 1% miles Irom Muoha- 
lat rivnr. We followed this itrearfl antil 
we found the valley trending too far weal, 
when wo left tbo stream and struck a course 
nearly due north, ascended gradually for a 
few miles, until we came to a very deep 
ravine on the opposite side of whioh tie 
mountain rose very abruptly. We walked 
up the bank of tbia ravine, whioh tronded 
S.E., until we came to another small guloh, 
which entered tbe ravine on the north side , 
crossed tbo ravine and travailed «p the side 
of tbe gulch and arrived at tbo summit of tbe 
divide at 4:30 p m on Sa'urday Ihe 22od 
altitude 6500 ft above sea level. We laid 
over on Sunday the 23rd, and in tbe after- 
noon took some bearings for the purpose of 
defining our position and deciding on tbe 
diteotioo to tako for the mouth of Salmon 
river. 24tb, travelled along tbe mountain 
bridge for aboat a mile when we came to 
wbat I considered was the head ol ona of 
tbe tributaries ol Salmon rivor, a bank of 
snow aboot half a mile long lying between 
tbe mountains. We slid down th e bank of 
snow and came to a preoipice where we had 
some difHoaliy in getting down, being ob iged 
to let the paoks down with rop e ; below the 
precipice we got on another snow bank 
about three-quarters of a mile long, at tbe 
loot of whlab we camped after a very bard 
day's work. Travelled down stream and 
arrived at the Forks of Salmon river on the 
31st, where we fouod some Indians Ashing. 
On tbe morning of tbe 1st Sept I hired a 
canoe to take tha party to the mouth. Left 
the moutb of Salmon river at 1:30 p m on 
the same day, and arrived at Comox an tbe 
3rd, at 10 a m., where I fouod a oanoe wait- 
ing (or the Otter to oome up to take us to 
Sdlmon river. Left Comox at 9:30 a m oo 
the 4th, and arrived in Viotoria at noon on 
tbe 7th. 

Mucbalol river has several tributaries, 
every one of which we prospscted for gold 
near its month ; wo also prospected on mosl 
of tbe bars ol Maohalat river but only fonod 
si most 3 or 4 colore to a pan of dirt— in tbe 
majority of places fouod nothing. Tha rooua- 
iitfiui/are roaaua^ aoA rooltf near the mouth 
of tho river and heavily timbered with oedar 
nod hemlock, with underbrush of alder, rraple 
and berry bushes. About tbe second oanon 
and between that point and the lories, tbe 
banks of the river are formed of gravel 
benobes, timbered as above mentioned, and in 
addition, a few sca'.teied white pines of a 
fine growth. Between the forks aod tbo lake 
(which we have called Ltke Tolmie) there is 
a very fine growth of red fir. The lake is 
about six and a half miles long and is iei by 
three streams, one from tbe X.NT.W. (Cam- 
eron oreek) ono from the west ( Molloy orcck) 
and a small rivulet from the south. The 
chores are heavily timbered. The valloy of 
Cameron oreek is tolerably wide, vory heavily 
timbered, and the soil is good. 

After crossing the summit and getting on 
the head waters of Salmon river, we shot so 
muny ground bogs that we callod Ibe stream 
'Ground Hog Creek.' Tbe valley of this 
creek, at about fivo miles from its source, 
widens to about one mile, liL-avily timberod 
throughout; about ton miles from its sourcs 
it enters a canyon, whiib. continues noarly 
straight and nearly due north for about fifteen 
miles, when it suddenly widens near tbe forks 
of Salmon rivor. The land near the mouth of 
Salmon river is partly bench and partly low 
flat land, limbered with oedar, hemlnok, &c, 
and a good deal of maplo. The land im- 
mediaifly at the moutb, in the neighborhood 
of the sea, is flat and open, covered witb 
grass, but 1 believe the most of it would be 
covered witb water at tbe highest spring tidos. 
I'be rock in »itu along our route is either 
trap or granite. In the oanon on Salmon 
river it is basaltic. There are indications of 
iron all along Salmon river, but we oould not 
oven find tbe oolor of gold.

How many homes 
bava been made desolate by want of these 
precautions, and how many little departed 
ones might have survived if these enggridtioiia 
had been adopted bnt a short time since t 
Alas ! porhops it is too late to advise the
